Tuttle Sees Little Hope in Re-| 


financing Offers—Orders 
Income Tax Check-Up. 


At the close of a day of revelations 
of alleged illegal activities and other 
frregularitics in the conduct of the 
Private banking house of Clarke 
Brothers, Philip L. and Hudson 
Clarke Jr.. members of the bank. 
rupt firm, were taken in a prison 
van to the Federal House of Deten- 
tion at Eleventh and West Streets. 
They remained there throughout last 
night as a result of their inability to 
furnish $25,000 bail each. The bank- 
ers’ van mates were a drug addict 
and a bootlegger. 

Philip and Hudson Clarke Jr., who, 
with James Rae Clarke and John F. 
Bouker, also of the firm, had been 
indicted on Thursday for using the 
mails to defraud and for conspiracy 
to effect that end, were arraigned 
earlier in the day before Federai 
Judge Alfred C. Coxe Jr. They 
pleaded not guilty.and the amount ot 
bail wes set. Throughout the after. 
noon tiie two bankers remained in 
United States Marshal William C. 
Hecht’s prison pen in the Federa} 
Building while unavailing efforts 
were being made to obtain. bai! 
bonds. They chafed at the restraint 
and their mask of nonchalance 
sagged when they were placed in the 
prison van. 

Two Inquiries On. 

Two public investigations of the 
$5,000,000 failure of Clarke Brothere 
went forward yesterday. simulta- 
neously, one before United States 


| Commissioner Garrett W. Cotter in 


the Federal Building and the other 
before Referee in Bankruptcy John 
L. Lyttle at 299 Broadway. The hear- 
ing before Commissioner Cotter, con- 
ducted by United States Attornay 
Tuttle, secks possible violations of 
the Federal laws, while that before 
Referee Lyttle is a search for assets 
which appear to be rapidly decreas- 
ing rather than increasing under in- 
vestigation. 

At the hearing before Commis- 
sioner Cotter, marked by tears of 
women victims of the bank’s crash 
and by the excited testimony of an- 
gry male depositors, Assistant United 
States Attorney George J. Mintzer 
testified that three members of the 


banking firm had admitted in his 
them to 


presence the transfer by 
their wives and families of ‘‘hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars’”’ 
worth of properties before the fail- 
ure of the bank. 

Under questioning by Mr. Tuttle, 
Mr. Mintzer said Harry Zalkin, then 
attorney for Clarke Brothers, had 
told him in the presence of James 
Rae and Philip Clarke and Bouker, 
that they had admitted transferring 
to their wives and families substan- 
tially $1,000,000. Mr. Zalkin, accord- 
ing to Mr. Mintzer’s testimony, thea 
told these three members of the firm 
that if they did not transfer the prop- 
erties referred to back to their own 


accounts in the firm he would refuse 


to continue to act as their attorney. 
They refused. Mr. Zalkin does no: 
represent them at this time. 


This testimony, which corroborated 
a similar statement made to Com- 


missioner Cotter by Mr. Tuttle, was 
the outstanding disclosure of the 
criminal inquiry yesterday, although 
a number of pitiful stories of the 
loss of savings for old age and for 
others marked the progress of the 
hearing. Prior Sinclair, expert ac- 
countant for the Irving Trust Com- 
pany. receiver, testified that the fol- 
owing ‘‘main  groups’’ were the 
causes Of the firm’s collapse: 
1—Operating losses due to the 5% 
per cent interest offered to deposi- 
tors, and insufficient credits. 
2—Loans which were uncollectable. 
3—Withdrawals by members of the 
firm. 
4—-The acquisition of worthless se- 
curities. 


Little in Assets Revealed.

Soviet Troops Advanced to the 
Border After China Seized 
Railway, Says News Agency. 


FORCES ON “WAR FOOTING” 


But Tokio Reports Russia Is 
Sending an Envoy in Hope 
of Settling Trouble.

MOSCOW, Tuly 12.—The Tass 
Agency, publishing its first report of 
the seizure by Chinese officials of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, said 
tonight that Manchurian troops, in- 
cluding well-armed Russian White 
Guards, had advanced to ‘‘the very 
frontier’’ of Eastern Siberia and 
Manchuria. 

The Tass Agency did not comment 
on its Harbin reports, nor did it. hint 
at the Russian reaction to seizure of 
the railroad. , 

Its report read in part: 

“Simultaneously with news of the 
seizure of the management of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway came the 
|report of concentration along Soviet 
frontiers of Manchurian troops fully 
armed and on a war footing, which 
had moved to the very frontier. 

‘“‘According to the same reports, 
Russian White Guard detachments 
which the Manchurian commanders 
intend to send forth on Russian terri- 
tory were lined up with the Man- 
churian troops facing the frontier. 

‘‘The report adds that the Chinese 
have arrested forty Soviet railway 
workers. Lui Chun-chan ordered 
Yemshanov, manager of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, to hand over the 
management to Chinese appointees. 
Yemshanov, on his refusal to grant 
the request, was removed, together 
with his aide and displaced by 
Chinese officials.’’ 





Soviet Leaders Against War.

MOSCOW, July 12.—Russian offi- 
cials naturally decline to comment on 
the Manchurian situation until they 
know exactly how matters stand. 

In foreign diplomatic circles it is 
held that, although the seizure of 
Soviet property worth 500,000,000 
rubles ($250,000,000) and the arrest 
of hundreds of Soviet officials are tan- 


tamount to an act of war—a ‘‘flag- 
rant usurpation’’ as one put it—the 
Soviet Government will do its utmost 
to avoid an appeal to arms. Its policy 
is pacifist and it is conducting a So- 
cialist program wherein the national 
resources are heavily engaged. It is 
less certain, however, whether a gov- 
ernment with all its authority can 
restrain the new-born nationalism 
of the Russian people or ignore the 
outburst of popular fury which this 
affair is likely to produce. 

To certain foreigners through hints 
from travelers from China there has 
come information from time to time

Good Said to Have Broken Two 
Promises in Action Barring 
Extension of Wharfs. 





MEETING SET FOR MONDAY 


Dock Officials, Ship Lines and 
Civic Bodies Will Decide on 
the Next Move. 


LOSS OF MILLIONS FEARED 


Dredging Inland for Two Hudson 


Piers May Be Immediate Step, 
Cosgrove Aide Declares. 


An appeal to President Hoover 
over the ruling of Secretary Good, 
of the War Department, forbidding 
an extension of the pierhead line of 
the Hudson River to accommodate 
the great steamships now building 
or ordered is being considered at the 
New York City Hall. 

Officials high in the city adminis- 
tration charge that Secretary Good 
made two distinct promises to the 
Mayor in writing, both of which he 
failed to keep. He had promised, 
it is said, that he would personally 
inspect conditions in the port of New 
York some time after the middle of 
June. He also had promised in 
writing, it is said, that before he 
acted on the city’s appeal an oppor- 
tunity would be given in Washing- 
ton for a hearing in which the city 
administration and representatives of 
the commerce of the city and State 
as well as of the steamship lines 
might plead their cause. 

It is alleged that assurances to that 
effect were also made personally to 
General William Barclay Parsons, 
engineer, who had been retained to 
protect the interests of the port in 
this issue. General Parsons, it 3 
said, resents the action of the War 
Department in forget’ ng or ignoring 
these promises as an official and per- 
sonal affront. 


Conference on Monday. 


An important conference to discuss 

the matter has been called to meet 
at City Hall at noon on Monday. 
Charles F. Kerrigan, assistant to the 
Mayor, was busy all day yesterday 
arranging for the meeting. It will 
be attended, Mr. Kerrigan said last 
night, by General Parsons, officials 
and engineers of the Dock Depart- 
ment and by representatives of the 
steamship companies and of leading 
civic bodies of this city, Buffalo anu 
other cities of the State, including 
the State Chamber of Commerce and 
the Merchants Association of the 
City of New York. There also will 
be delegations representing some of 
the largest importing and exporting 
— doing business through this 
port. 
Nine shins, each of which will be 
about 1,000 feet in their overa'l 
length, are now being built or have 
been ordered by steamship lines op 
erating to and from New York. 
These vessels will all be in commis. 
sion not later than 1932 and at pres- 
ent there is not a pier in New York 
large enough to give them adequate 
accommodation. That is the situa- 
tion as Mr. Kerrigan outlined it last 
night. 

The Majestic of the White Star 
Line is docked when in this port at 
one of the Chelsea piers. Under a 
temporary permit a 100-foot ex- 
tension has been built upon it. And 
yet the Majestic, when berthed 
there, projects more than sixty feet 
beyond the limit of the temporary 
extension. It was with the wish that 
Secretary Good might personally see 
this exhibit that he had been urged 
and had promised, it is said, to come 
to New York last Tuesday or 
Wednesday when the Majestic was 
in the slip. That promise was 
elicited by General Parsons, who had 
been in England to deliver a course 
of lectures. On his return he wrote 
to the War Secretary, reminding him 
of his engagement. The General was 
greatly surprised when the order 
came from the War Department sus- 
taining the report of the army engi- 
neers, advising refusal of the city’s 
request.

Liberty’s Torch a Golden Light 
In Honor of Lamp’s Jubilee 


The Statue of Liberty torch 
glowed with a golden brilliance 
last night in honor of the golden 
jubilee of the incandescent light. 
Of greater power than the light 
formerly used, the glow is pro- 
jected far out into the harbor. 

The old white lights, one bulb of 
1,000 watts and thirteen of 500 
watts, have been supplanted in 
the glass-enclosed torch by one 
gold light of 1,500 watts and 
twelve of 750 watts. On Sept. 1 
the old lights will be replaced. 

The new bulbs were installed by 
the Westinghouse Lamp Company 
by permission of Major General 
Hanson E. Ely, commanding the 
Second Corps Area. Operators of 
steamships and airplanes were 
notified of the change so that 
pilots using the Liberty light as 
a beacon would not be puzzled by 
the new effect.

Discussions Here Give Impetus 
to Briand’s Idea of Conti- 
nental Economic Alliance. 














EMPIRE TRADE LINK URGED 


League Circles Discuss Chances 
for Pan-Europa—Berlin Meets 
Plan With Skepticism.

LONDON, July 12.—The American 
tarsf discussions have served to 
bring to the forefront two economic 
plans which, although not at all born 
in the United States customs debates, 
nevertheless receive an impetus 
through the interest of other nations 
in our trade. 

Over in Paris, Aristide Briand has 
brought into the public gaze his long 
nurtured plan fur an _ economic 
United States of Europe. It was 
pointed out in these dispatches sev- 
eral months ago that such a plan 
was being nursed, and the statement 
made then that the French Foreign 
Minister planned to call a European 
economic conference in October, fol- 
lowing the annual session of the 
League of Nations Assembly at Ge- 
neva, still holds true. 

Here in London new importance 
has been given to the projects for 
British Empire trade unity, based 
on the general principle of free trade 
among the empire nations with pro- 
tective tariffs against the products 
of other nations. 


Benefits Seen in Tariffs. 


It is perfectly plain that the Amer- 
ican program of trying to extend the 
sale of its products in all the mar- 
kets of the world, while keeping the 
products of other countries out of 
its markets, has, though condemned 
as an international policy, served to 
bring other countries to see some ad- 
vantages in that system if it can 
be established and adhered to. Nat- 
urally, if other nations group them- 
selves into great economic units for 
the purpose of holding their own 
with America commercially, it may 
well interfere with the results the 
Washington tariff makers may now 
expect. 

And so the world sees the contra- 
dictory development that while the 
economists are preaching the tear- 
ing down of customs barriers, most 
every one is studying how to erect 
them. Pure theory gives way some- 
what before the picture of the pros- 
perity of the United States, for it 
is idle to contend that all the plan- 
ners of these new schemes have in 
mind is retaliation against what is 
regarded as the unfair American 
trade policy. 

Take the European situation: As 
every one knows, M. Briand is 
more interested in politics than in 
trade. But he sees in the project for 
economic unity in Europe something 
on which a degree of political unity 
might be built later on. 

Customs Union Is Aim. 


It may be expected that those 
backing the plan will take the posi- 
tion that, for self-protection in the 
face of the American trade expan- 
sion, and also, it is to be added, in 
the hope of reaping some of the 
benefits America has gotten from 
her great economic organization, 
the European nations should make 
mutual concessions on tariff treaties, 
working into some sort of customs 
union. 

Naturally, part of the plan would 
be to exclude from the most-favored- 
nation clause those extra-European 
nations which do not also make con- 
cessions, and by this is meant the 
United States. Thus, in theory, 
Europe would become an economic 
entity. 

There is much distance to be trav- 
eled before this is attained. The 
European nations differ so much on 
all issues that they will differ on 
this one. Undoubtedly the more 
cause of complaint the American 
tariffs give to European exporters 
the more vivid will be the colors in 
which may be painted the need of 
doing something about it.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Echoes 
of the protests from foreign govern- 
ments against the high rates in the 
House tariff bill have been heard at 
the Capitol. 

It was stated authoritatively today 
that Vincent Massey, the Canadian 
Minister, recently protested to the 
State Department against the pro- 
posed schedules on shingles, lumber 
and feeder cattle. 

Mr. Massey intimated, it also was 
asserted, that if the tariff proves too 
drastic the government of Great 
Britain might retaliate by trying to 
impose a duty on American wheat, 
a hint which, it was said, created 
concern at the State Department and 
at the White House. 

Acting apparently under the advice 
of the White House and administra- 
tion leaders in Congress, the Senate 
Finance Committee took a deter- 
mined step today toward hurrying 
consideration of the tariff bill, so 
that it could be passed during the 
special session, instead of continu- 
ing into the December term to be- 


come the shuttle-cock of politics all 
Winter. 


Free List Hearing Speeded. 


Faced with a list of about 100 wit- 
nesses to be heard on the free list, 
the committee redivided itself into 
the same four subcommittees which 
recently held hearings on the differ- 
ent schedules. To each the appro- 
priate witnesses on the free list were 


referred, with the result, it is believed, 
that discussion of the entire free list 
will be closed tomorrow and the ad- 
ministrative provisions taken up 
Monday. 

Senator Watson, Republican floor 
leader, who visited Mr. Hoover with 
Senator Reed yesterday, was con- 
vinced at nightfall that the bill would 
be ready when the Senate returned 
to biden dog on Aug. 19 and would 
be passed by Congress before Dec. 1. 
Even Senator Smoot, who has been 
pessimistic over the failure to make 
progress, was more or less of the 
same opinion. 


Smoot Cites Australian Rates. 


Senator Smoot, one of those who 
consider the foreign protests some- 
thing to be expected and thinks that 
they have created undue comment, 
argued during the day that Aus- 
tralia gave unwarranted favor to 
British oods over American im- 
ports. e presented a table which 
showed, for example, that before 
1926 Australia taxed British gal- 
vanized iron $4.80 a ton and Ameri- 
can $7.20, but that while the British 
rate is now the same, the American 
rate has been raised to $14.40. 

Senator Smoot added: 

“United States capital has been 
transferred to foreign countries in 
many cases in order to make use of 
their cheap labor. From what I can 
learn, many of the protests have 
been inspired by such sources and 
should be judged parallel with the 
United States importer. 

‘‘De Rivera (Spain) points out that 
75 per cent of the money invested in 
cork is of American origin. The 
amount of United States capital in- 
vested in helping the wheels of the 
production machinery of the coun- 
tries from which the protests were 
received to operate and to pay wages 
to foreign cheap labor would throw 
an interesting hght on the protest 
‘story.’ ”’ 

The Democratic National Commit- 
tee today asked whether President 
Hoover ‘“‘still wants a tariff revision 
confined to a few schedules mainly 
pertinent to farm relief, or is willing 
to have all the camnaign fund con-

The estimated mileage 
covered by the Angeleno is 19,760 
more ‘than three-quarters the dis- 
tance around the earth, the circum- 
ference of which is 24,900 miles. 

The grueling duel between man 
and machine in this magnificent test 
in the skies ended in a draw, for 
both man and engine were ready to 
carry on. It was the fabrication of 
the second-hand ship which gave 
way. The flight was brought to an 
end when the tail group started 
fluttering and made it impossible 
to carry on the thirty-eighth re 
fueling. , 

Gives Engine Whole Credit. 


**‘We have to give the engine credit 
for everything,’’ was the first com- 


ment of Chief Pilot Mendel] as he 
clambered from the ship. 

The previous record for endurance 
flight with refueling was 174 hours, 
59 seconds, made by Byron K. New- 
comb and Roy L. Mitchell at Cleve 
land. 

The Angeleno made a_ perfect 
landing on the field after failure to 
establish contact at the thirty-eighth 
refueling. 

Mrs. Ila Reinhart, wife of the 
younger of the two fliers, clasped 
her husband in her arms as he 
climbed from the ship.

TO FOLLOW AZORES ROUTE 


Two Crews Compare Notes on 
Course and Weather Before 
Poles’ Departure. 


FEW WITNESSES AT FIELD 


Aviators Adjust Machines After 
Rest in Paris—Champagne 
Among Coste’s Supplies.

LE BOURGET, France, July 13.~— 
Two airplanes started this morning 
from Le Bourget for New York. 

Without any difficulty, quietly and 
within forty-five minutes of each 
other, they took off, swung around 
across the north end of the field, and 
set out westward. 

The first to leave was an Amiot 
biplane piloted by two Polish fliers, 
Major Leon Idzikowski and Major 
Kasimir Kubala. 

The second was a red Breguet with 
an Hispano-Suiza engine, piloted by 
the best-known of living French 
pilots, 
with him as navigator and radio 
operator, Maurice Bellonte. 

There has never yet been such a 
quiet and business-like take-off on 
an Atlantic flight as this. Toth de- 
partures had been kept secret until 
late last evening and until the last 
minute Captain Costé denied that he 
was going to New York at all, de- 
claring he intended to head for 
Tokio overland. 

There were not more than a few 
score of spectators and friends, 
among them the successful transat- 
lantic fliers, Armento Lotti, with 
Jean <Assolant and his American 
wife. 


None of Customary Excitement. 


There was none of that excitement 
and anxiety which has attended 
other starts. Both planes had been 
fully tested. Both pilots were known 
as masters of their craft. 

The only questions in the minds of 
any one were whether the slow 
Amiot biplane would make the dis- 
tance and whether the Breguet 
would get off with its heavy load. 

The Poles started first, their of- 
ficial time being 4:42 (11:42 - last 
night, Eastern Daylight Time). They 
climbed calmly into the cockpit of 
their machine and gave the word 
to spin the propeller, and within ten 
minutes had rolled down the field 
some 800 yards and were off. 

Their seats are exposed, with only 
a wind screen as protection for both 
pilot and radio operator. 


Gas Feed Delays Costé. 


Captain Costé had some little 
trouble regulating the gas feed of his 
plane, which delayed him a half hour 
after his proposed time for starting. 
But it was soon mended. His scarlet 
plane roared into action. 

At 500 yards he gave it every ounce 
of power, but waited for still an- 
other 500 before he tried to rise. 

The tail skid had long since swung 
clear and the plane was responding 
well despite the immense load it was 
carrying. 

Once it hopped up and came down 
again, then steadily it cleared the 
ground and, although more slowly 
than the Amiot, rose into the air. 
It was 5:27 A. M. 

Captain Costé, as is his custom, 
lost no time in waving farewells. He 
turned at once and drove off through 
the morning haze on what he ex- 
pects will be his second crossing of 
the Atlantic, for he has already 
flown across the southern sea. 

Before the departure the crews of 
the two rival planes, now racing to 


be the first to fly from the European 
continent to North America, com- 
pared notes freely on the weather and 
their course. 


Poles at Field for Weeks. 
The Polish aviators had been 
here for nearly a month and, on re- 


ceiving favorable weather reports, 
announced last night that they would 
start at sunrise unless the weather 
turned bad. Captain Costé, with his 
mechanician, arrived early last eve- 
ning from Villacoublay. 

The aviators left the field last night 
for a few hours of sleep before their 
de ure. 

e first to return was Bellonte, 
who came by motor at about 3:30. 
The mechanician-pilot-navigator was 
more communicative than Captain 
Costé and made no secret of the in- 
tention to fly to New York. 

‘‘We will fly probably to the Azores, 
then on to mid-Atlartic, thence 
northwest to New York,” he said.

He said he believed that the psy- 
chological effect of the government 
finally doing something for the

Women’s Peace League to 
Omit Oath to Bear Arms. 





BASED ON 1926 PRECEDENT 





'N. Baldwin—Ruling Holds It Is 
Privileg of a Citizen.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—Although 
the Supreme Court ruled in the case 
of Rosika Schwimmer, pacifist, that 
the word ‘defend’ in the oath of 
allegiance imriies the duty of citi- 
zens to defend the government by 
force of arms, it was disclosed today 
that the State Department will con- 
tinue to furnish passports to citizens 
who refuse to bear arms.in times of 
| war. 
| . The question came up when Doro- 
|thy Detzer, executive secretary of 
|the Women’s International League 
| for Peace and Freedom, in applying 
;for ‘a passport to attend the sixth 
| international congress of the league, 
|to be held at Prague from Aug. 23 
to 29, refused to take the oath of 
allegiance if by the word ‘‘defend”’ 
was implied the bearing of arms or 
the support of war. 

Officials at first refused to grant 
Miss Detzer’s application for a pass- 
port, but finally ruled that she 
would be granted the prerogatives of 
a citizen if she would take oath of 
allegiance in the form permitted 
Roger N. Baldwin of the Civil Lib- 
erties Union in 1926, omitting the 
word ‘‘defend.”’

A steady increase in the rate of 
deaths from cancer in fifty represen- 
tative American cities, ranging from 
71.6 for each 100,000 of population in 
1906 to 117 in 1928, is shown by Fred- 
erick L. Hoffman, consulting statisti- 
cian of the Prudential Insurance 
Company of America, writing in this 
week’s issue of The Spectator, insur- 
ance journal. As a cause of death 
in this country cancer ranks secon! 
only to diseases of the heart. 

According to this article, eighty of 
the 143 cities wader review showed 
an increase in the rate of deaths in 
1928 over 1927, while sixty showed a 
decline. The following ten cities had 
the highest cancer rate in the coun- 
try.

Its Use Advocated as Most Econom- 
ical and Efficient Weapon. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The success of Rear Admiral Brad- 
ley A. Fiske, retired, in finally gain- 
ing just recognition for his invention 
of the torpedo plane is certainly 
well timed. 


miral William A. Moffett, Chief of 
the Bureau of Naval Aeronautics. 
awarded at a time when there is 
considerable discussion on naval 
armament curtailment, should tend to 
focus public attention on the tor- 
pedo, and the mysterious influence 
which apparently would keep this 
remarkable weapon of defense and 
offense in the background. 

Among naval and military men the 
torpedo is recognized as one of the 
most powerful and flexible arms 
known to the science of warfare.

The Japanese, however, see in all 
this a precedent which might be an 
excuse for encroaching on the South 
Manchurian Railway. While there 
is no question that the Japanese 
could defend their property, and that 
they would be within their full legal 
rights in so doing, they are natu- 
rally anxious to avoid trouble with 
the Chinese.

LUDWIGSHAFEN, Germany, 
July 12.—Captain Hermann Koehl, 
who, with Colonel James Fitz- 
maurice and the late Baron Gun- 
ther von Huenefeld, made the first 
westward crossing of the Atlantic 
in an airplane in 1928, has ac- 
cepted a position as aviation di- 
rector of ‘‘Miva,’’ a Catholic mis- 
sionary society which attempts to 
carry Christianity into Africa with 
the aid of airplanes. 

Captain Koehl was persuaded to 
accept the post by Father Paul 
Schulte, Germany’s only air pilot- 
priest.

GETS INCOME TAX REBATE. 


Public Service Electric and Gas of 
Newark Overassessed $211,249.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau today an- 


nounced an overassessment of $211,- 
249.78 in favor of the Public Service 
Electric and Gas Company of New- 
ark, N. J., covering the income tax 
year 1917. Of the overassessment, 
$160,232.96 was caused by the allow- 
ance of deduction for depreciation of 
physicial properties and the balance 
of $51,016.82 was the result of a 
deduction. allowed representing the 
cost of repairs to leased properties. 

As a result of the allowance of the 
above deductions, -the bureau said, 
the taxpayer had agreed to the dis- 
missal of several suits instituted in 
the United States District Court of 
New Jersey for the refund of taxes 
aggregating more than the above- 
stated overassessment. 

In another decision the bureau an- 
nounced an overassessment of $132,- 
116.33 in favor of the Phelps Dodge 
Corporation of New York. The over- 
assessment, the bureau said, was 
caused by the collection of a de- 
ficiency tax after. the expiration of 
the statutory period provided.

of Amendments Effective Oct. 1, 


A digest of the changes made in 
the State lien law at the late session 
of the Legislature has been published 
in a sixteen-page booklet by the New 
York Building Congress for the in 
formation of the building industrv. 


The digest was prepared by Fidlitz & 
Hulse, attorneys, who drafted the 
amendments, which become effective 
Oct. 1. 

Although no drastic change in vro- | 
cedure is involved, the law has been | 
clarified and equities will have a bet- | 
ter protection than heretofore, it is 
said. Priority among lienors has | 
been removed, and all liens are put | 
on a parity. The law also provides | 
that the proceeds of a building loan 
shall be devoted to the cost of the | 
work, by making it a misdemeanor | 
for an owner to consent to the appli- | 
cation of the proceeds of the build- 
ing loan for any other purpose before 
all liens are paid. This feature is | 
intended to protect architects, engi- | 
neers, contractors and material sup- 
Ply men, as well as labor. 

So-called nuisance liens are dis- | 
couraged by requiring that a lienor | 
shall, on demand, give the detailed | 
items of his claim. Failure to do so
